'Tis aot unpleaſant, tho* the Subſtance 
of it be in its Nature melancholy, to ob- 
ſerve, how forward our good Friends of 
the #ighb-Churcb arc to catch at every thing, 
in which th:ty may have ſome Colour to 
juſtife their Clamours on the Danger of the 

nion to the Ewp3iſhChurch, and very fond 
they are of theſe Articles, and wovld fin 
call it invading the Rights of the Church, 

The Charch of Scotland, we all know, is 
-jn its Eftabl'ſhment Preshyreriav. If cheſe 
G-atlemen think by the Union, they are to 
turn Epiſcopal, no Member of the Church 


T: my laſt I entred upon the SubjeR of 
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of England will take it ill from me to ſay, 
miſtaken ; nor does the Church of 
Englond expe it. 

By the Union and the Eſtabliſhment of 
the reſpeQtive Churches, the Spiritual Lo. ds 
retain their Seats in Parliament, and by 
thoſe Scats have really a Vote upon every 
thing relating to, or requic'd by the Church 
of Scotland ; nw only ſuch things, as 
beiag eftabliſh'd by che Treaty, are re- 
ſerv'd from even Parliamentary Jurifdiftion 
by the Treaty. If this be ſo, let no Man 
wonder, that the Commiſſion of the Aﬀſem- 
hly proteſts, ſince it cannot, nor by Men of 
Reaſca is not expeQed, that the Church 
of Scotland ſhould be in any thing ſubjeQ- 
ed co the Church of England by the Union, 
or the Church of Exgland tu the Church of 
Scorl.-md ; but that either Conftitution re» 
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ſerving, its Authorities, ſhould ſubſiſt on its 
proper Foundation independent and entire. 

And thus in the Engliſh Parliament, my 
Lords the Biſhops themſelves proteft againſt 
being deny'd a Vcte in Matters of Blood, 
tho' at the ſame time, they do not at any 
time attempt to give their Vote, nor per- 
haps deſire it- 

In like manner the Church of Scotland 
proteſts againi! the Biſhops fitting in their 
Britiſb Parliament of Britain,zs againſt their 
having ary Legiſlative Authority over the 
Church of Scotland, as incopfiftent with 
thei; Indeperdeacy ; at the ſam? time it 
does not follow, that in things relating .to 
their own Church, they do nut leave Hpg- 
land and the Engliſh Church, to do what 
they pleaſe with their own Church Aﬀairs. 

For Example, ſuppoſe by the Conflitu- 
tion of Scotland, the Church of Scorland had 
enjoy'd the Privilege of a Repreſentative 
in Parliament, betides their Aſſembly, and 
26 Minifters or ruling Elders had a Right to 
fit chere in eicher Houſe ; ſuppoſe then the 
Church of England, cither by the Convo- 
cation of their own Repreſentatives, or by 
the Spiritual Lords in Parliament, ſhould 
&eclare, Thar they did not ſubmir to be in 
any thing prejudg,d by, or ſubjefted to the 
Authority of thoſe Men, whoſe Ecclefiafti- 
cal Authority they dilown'd and rejetted. 

Would it follow now, that becauſe the 
Church of England thus protefted or ob- 
jy-acd, that theretore they deſign'd the 
D-fruction or Subverſion ct the Church of 
S-otland, and would not be at reft, cill they 

d brought it to paſs? 
nl ther thiak, tht the Attempts of 
theſe People by Way of Scandal is a plain 
Evidence, that th:y do nut argue for the 
Safety of either Church, but realy aganft 
the Proſperity of both. 

The Deſign is vitibiy to ſeparate both, 
and becauſe they canro! bring, them to a- 
gree in thoſe things, in which they diff:r; 
they-will have them todiffer in thoſe things, 
in which they are willing to agree. The 
Proj-&, 1 think, is very pla:nz cis an open 
Defign againſt the Union in general, and to 
heap up Jealouhes, Diſarisfatlions, need- 
le Fears and Supponticrs in the Way of 
that Peace, which by the Athſtance of the 
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beft Friends to both in either Kingdom, is 
in a fair View of being compleated. 

The Aſſembly therefore, or Commiſſion 
of the Aſſembly in Scorland, ſeem in this 
Addreſs, rather to cogtribute what in them 
lies to the carrying on the Union, by only 
couching their Demands in ſuch a Manner, as 
might really be a Sevo co: their Conſtitu- 
tion, and a Diſcharge of the Obligations 
they are under by former Engagements, at 
the lame time not at all offering to obftrutt 
the Proceedings upon the Unjon ; and 
therefore when che Author of a certain pub- - 
lick Paper, ſays, the Commiſhon of tie AL 
ſembly, had addreſs'd the Pagliament againf 
an incorpotate Unioa ; 'F muſt conteſs, 1 
wonder, that Gentleman ſhould treat his 
own Country ſo hardly ; fince it is impoſſi- 
ble without manifeſt Injury to the true 
Meaning, as well as to the litteral Sence of 
the Words, to call that an Addreſs againſt 
ic, Which only propoſes Heads to be inclu- 
Unlike manner, the ſame Author in a 
Paper of the 5th of November, is pleas'd to 
miſ-relate a Story concerning ſome warm 
Speeches in the Parliament of Scorland ; 
wherein a Certain Gentleman ſpoke ſome 
Words, which were reſented by the Houſe, 
and for which he ask'd Pardon; thoſe that 
pleaſe to have a true Account of it, may 
find it much fairer related in the Poſt- May, 
of the ſame Date ; and tho* I am ſorty to 
give this Note upan the Caſe, yet 1 muſt 
own, when Gentlemen relate a Story, ſo as 
that thoſe, which were upon the Sput and 
heard the Words, cavnot know it again 
when they ſee ic, ſuch Partiality is too in- 
jurious to be allow'd. 

"Tis below no wiſe Man, when hz is ina 
Miſtake, to acknouledge it, and che Per- 
ſon there meant ſhew'd himſclf much a 
wilcr Man, and more a Gentlemar, in ask- 
ing the Houle Perdon, than he could have 
done in refuſing, it, and in my Opinioo, 
as in the Houle he told ſome Gentlemen, 
who went about to explain him , they 
would make him worſe ; ſo thoſe that en- 
deavour tu conceal bis Submiſhon to the 
Parliament, injure him more, than-if they 
had beep pleas 'd to let it entirely alone. 
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But to return to the Aﬀaic of the Chn 
which ſaffers the fame Miſ-reprefentation ; 
'Tis true, there are many Addrefſes from 
ſeyeral Parts of the Kingdom direfily a- 

aint the Union, which diſcover the Ad- 
ceflurs to be an unbappy miſ-guided Peo- 

, and I ſhall come to ſpeak of themand 
of the Maunagement of them in their Turn ; 
but the preſeat Caſe leads me only to ſhow, 
how ſtrangely che Proceedings of the A(- 
ſembly in Scotland are miſ-underftoud in 
England, and to do them Juftice, as far as 
the Truth of Fat will do it, which I think 
in all Caſes the beft Defence. 

Nor is this a ſoftice to the Sco85 only, 
buc ro Enzlerd in general 3 fo faras being 
impos'd upon by taiſe Reports and pernici- 
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ouy is an undoubted Injury to 
them =wacoenees Thu, when by theſe Ac- 
counts they are led to believe, that che 
Church of Scorland Nights and coatems the 
Engliſb, and will not unite with them, as 
one Author has prompted them to, on Ac- 
count of the ſcandalous Charatter of our 
Nation, as to Vice. Another, that if they 
do unite, they will have ſuch Conditions, as 
ſhall be invaſive of and diſhonourable to the 
Church of England ; this is certainly ſofar 
injurions to England, as it tends to till their 
Minds with Prejudices againſt the Scovy, 
and with Arverfions to the Union; and in 
this Thope, I do Juftice to burhz which will 
farth-r appear ia the Proſecution ot this 
Matter.
